22 years old, of Gutenberg, N. J., 
charged also with breaking into the

I 
got a job with the Congress Air 
Co. I was with them eight weeks,

came to Long Island. I com- 
menced bootlegging and made 
about $3 or $4 a day, goin’ all over 
the neighborhood selling whisky, 
but I never was in this dye place. 
| never knew where it was when 
those guys arrested me July 28. 
They took me to some rag shop.

I 
was pretty near dead with what 
they did.

“Then they took me to jail. I 
couldn't get out of bed, so they 
lifted me out and the jail doctor 
fixed me up and he had to call 
an ambulance doctor. I claim I 
am innocent of this; they took me 


“St. Louis Billy” then put on his 
only witness, Anthony TPaigles, a 
prison keeper, who, answering 
queries, admitted he assisted a 
physician in bandaging cuts and 
bruises on Clark's head and body. 

His Speech to the Jury. 

But the final summation to the 
jury was far more dramatic when 
he read newspaper clippings refer- 
ing to legal actions. His speech 
follows: 

“Gentlemen of the jury, you have 
heard the evidence in this case. 
You remember when the officer 
said he arrested us: ‘you fellers 
done it? Why didn't they arrest 
me the night it happened’? (Clark 
Was arrested two weeks later). 
Gentlemen of the jury, I am inno- 
cent. 

“You hear a lot about confes- 
sions. A confession is merely a 


scrap of paper. A judge of this 
court will tell you that if it’s ob- 
tained by cohesion (coercion), it’s 
unlawful. It means it must be, 
thrown out, and the beating will 
bear me out. There is not a point 
against me because I signed it in 
fear of another beating. Now, 
gentlemen, I will read you a little 
on confessions by the great Ban- 
ton.”

He made his statement in oppos- 
ing proposals made by cotton in- 
terests for a tariff of 3 cents a 
pound on raw jute on the theory 
that cotton* could replace many 
million pounds of jute fiber in the 
manufacture of bagging. 

“Far more serious embarrass- 
ment may be expected in the next 
25 years to all textile industries de- 
pendent upon vegetable and animal 
fibers for their raw material from 
the rapidly developing technique 
in the manufacture of synthetic 
yarns, largely from vegetable ma 
terials, than by any competition 
within themselves, by jute against 
cotton, or cotton against wool, or 
woo! against silk.” Bemis said, 

Synthetic yarns, he continued. 
already had been made at a cost 
of 3 cents a pound, “without count 
fig the raw material from which 
they are made, namely, peanut 
shells, which in strength and 
structure and other  character- 
istics might not only throw cotton 
out of use but jute as well.” 

Bemis held the depression in the 
cotton manufacturing industry was 
clearly not due to competition 
from jute, but rather from over.

UGENE O'NEILL'S strange play, “Strange Interlude” continues

How much of this 
s curiosity, aroused bj) tremendous ballyhoo, how much caa be Jaid 
to the lure of Mr. O’Ncill’s customary delving into sex matters ac- 
gompanied by strong language and how much is a hope of seeing 
gmething really fine in drama cannot be estimated of course, but one 
sight venture a guess, and not be far wrong, that the first two rea- 
sons are the tremendously preponderant ones.

T is only in the last 20 vears that wom- 
[ «: in any number have been receiving 

the initial training which creative schol- 
arship requires. The next step, the one 
which carriea the keen, imaginative, ardent 
student into the ranks of creative scholars, 
is a difficult step for any one: and millions 
of dollars have been devoted in the last 
Gecade to establishing research foundations 
and endowing fellowships to make it easler 
ter the young man. 

But for the young woman this step has 
all the difficulties which beset her brother. 

with some difficulties added and soma 
which weigh more heavily. 
demands of graduate study are harder for 
her to meet. Not so many avenues for re- 
munerative work during the summer aro 
open to her; not so many fellowships are 
available. The universities where she 
studies were organized for men, and how- 
ever kindly the individual members of the 
faculty may show theniselves (and I belicve 
university people to be, on the whole, the 
kindest in the world), the close discipleship 
which the young man may enjoy, the stimu- 
lating comrageship with other disciples, are 
not so easily attainable fer the young wom- 
an. Loneliness and isolation often add their 
burden to her days of meager living and 
intense application. After she has taken 
her doctor's degree and goes, as the ‘young 
scholar usually does, into a teaching posi- 
tion, it must be, ordinarily, in a small col- 
lege where facilities for scholarship in li- 
brary and laboratory are inadequate, and 
where the teaching schedule is so heavy as 
to preclude much devotion to study.

We are coming to gee, I believe, that mar- 
riage is essentially far inore compatible 
with the continuation of a woman's carecr 
than has been assumed. Even so, marriage 
has withdrawn many able scholars from 
the field. All in all, odds seem heavily 
against the emergence of the woman scho!- 
ar; and he who asks why women hdve pro- 
duced so few scholars of first distinction can 
be met with a broadside of answers. 

Nevertheless, the woman scholar Is 
emerging. Mme. Curie, Dr. Florence Sa- 
bin, Dr. Annie Jump Cannon, Prof. Mar- 
garet I’. Washburn are not isolated exam- 
ples. When the Association to Aid Scien- 
tific Research by Women met last April 
to award its biennial prize of $2000, it had 
before it more than 40 nominations of wom- 
en doing scientific work of ~renuine - dis- 
tinction, a number of whom had insterna- 
tiona] reputations. - In the strenuoug com- 
petition for Guggenheim fellowshtps wom- 
en are repeatediy among the winners. The 
Sachs Research Fellowships in Fine Arts, 
open to American scholars without distinc- 
tion of sex. has this year been won by a 
woman; and,.if one may be permitted a 
moment of boasting. the Charles Eliot Nor- 
ton Fellowship, open to students at Harvard 
and Radcliffe. and giving the recipient a 
year of study at the American School of 
Classical Studies in Athens, hag for two 
years in succession gone to Radcliffe.

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So far as the first rung on the ladder of 
scholarship is concerned, this country has 
done exceedingly well by women. In the 
63 years since the “Vassar Female College” 
opened its doors, such celleges for women 
as Wellesiey, Smith, Bryn Mawr, Goucher, 
Sweet Briar. Connecticut, Wells and Mil- 
waukee-Downer have come into being: 
Mount Holyroke, Wheaton and Milis have 
been transformed from seminaries into col- 
leges; Barnard, Radcliffe and the Women's 
College of Brown University have made ac- 
cessibie to women the faculties of the un’- 
versities with which they are associated. 
Other universities, notably those which ere 
State-supported. have opened their doors 
to women on the same terms as to men. 
Of the 211 colleges and universities on the 
approved list of the Association of American 
Universities only 44 exclude women. 

It is easy to amass figures to show how 
widely women have availed themselves of 
these opportunities. In the University of 
California in 1925-26 there were 14,878 
women, in the University of Chicago 7664. 
in Minnesota 6171, in Michigan 4086 and 
in Wisconsin 3248. East and West. North 
and South, they crowd into the colleges and 
universities, coming from erery type of 
home and every group in society. This reer 
there are probably not far short of 409,900 
women enrolled in institutions of higher 
learning. It is often said that never in the 
history of the world has higher education 
been made available on such a scale as in 
the United States today: but ft is in re- 
spect to the scale on which women are re- 
ceiving this training that the marvel] ‘is ten- 
fold marvelous.

Should the Mount Weather site be 
chosen for a presidential retreat 
it is safe to assume that the State 
of Virginia would be glad to build 
an all-weather concrete road from 
the village of Bluemont to the top 
of the mountain where the Govern- 
ment buildings stand.

In fact, 
part of it is the best in Virginia. 
The 84-acre tract and:its build- 
ings were used for many years by 
the Department of Agriculture 
Weather Bureau as a field lab- 
oratory. It was abandoned, how- 
ever, in 1915, when the bureau de- 
cided to coneentrate much of its 
experimental work in Washington. 
The principal structure on the 
tract is a large, square, three-story 
yellow brick administration build- 
ing, with 16 bedrooms and seven 
baths. This building, set on_ the 
very peak of the mountains, faces 
to the east, and overlooks the 
Loudoun or Goose Creek Valley.

N THE vast game 
fields of equatorial 
Africa, far from the 
crowded city’s 
slums, where live 
the zebra, the 
eland, the buffalo 
and a host of ante- 
lope of varied spe- 
| cies, there are no 
gangsters, no police, no half-lit cham- 
bers where crime finds shelter. Yet 
still plot and counterplot, even as in 
the human underworld, live and thrive 
in the haunted loneliness. 

Bizarre, inscrutable, reading almost 
like a fantasy, adventure and death 
lurk in the awful solitude of the Af- 
rican night, where tooth and claw and 
cloven foot drift in a tide of violence 
and tragedy, back and forth beneath 
the stars. 

Through the mysterious channels of 
this jungle underworld, carrying in 
their gloom gripping problems puz- 
tling to the best students of animal 
psychology, stalks a creature terrible, 
crafty, cruel—a king in fact and name 
~-the lordly monarch who levies trib- 
ule on everything that lives in the 
Wilderness he claims for his domain. 

By necessity and instinct. the lion, 

king of beasts, is a killer; but, unlike 
most of his kind, he does it neatly and 
with such dispatch that his victim need 
hardly lose a drop of blood ip the op- 
eration. 
His method of killing, striking his 
Vietims dead in their tracks, has long 
deen a mystery, puzzling even such ex- 
Perienced hunters as Theodore Roose- 
Velt and Carl Akeley. The theory has 
been advanced that the Hon makes a 
Sudden dash, springs upon and throws 
his prey, which he then kills by biting 
behind the ears. But such an assump 
tion seems more speculative than post- 
live and is incompatible with the fact 
that death and the lion's spring usual- 
ly are Simultaneous. 

A startling example of the lion's 
Power to strike dead a victim he has 
Marked for his own, as well as of the 
Sreat cat's inherited talent for in- 
(rigue, awaited me one day when my 
Rative safari stopped at a water hole 
* Natural recess dammed among the 
rocks of a dry river's throat, the only 
drop of water for 15 miles around. 

Driven thither by the drouth, a 
band of cattle-owning Masai had plas- 
tered the neighboring hill with their 
Cowdung huts, and as game was 
Scarce my lord the lion and a murder- 
“aap family were making almost night- 
Y raids on their herds. 


“These many were killed’ this 
moon,’ said the chief, as he spread out 
his bristling five fingers. 

I procured a bull from him as bait 
to lure the lions to a circular boma of 
thorn limbs which we constructed next 
the water hole for our protection 
against their attack. Having tied the 
animal] close by this shelter, my gun- 
boy and I repaired there an hour be- 
fore sunset. The prospect of witness- 
ing that unknown and deadly method 
employed by lions in striking down 
their game was intriguing. A timely 
shot, I fancied, would rescue the bull 
before he was actually slain. 

Our Masai friends had provided us 
with a very ancient specimen of the 
bovine fraternity, who seemed to be 
indifferent to the part he was to play 
in the evening's entertainment. After 
gazing toward our thorny hedge for a 
time, he lay down in trustful content- 
ment. 

We had scarcely finished our task 
of working in portholes convenient for 
rifle fire when the first darkness fell 
and almost as quickly cleared again, as 
a great round .moon arose among the 
low-hanging . stars. 

We arranged our blankets in antici- 
pation of a long night's vigil, when 
the sound of voices came to us from 
the hillside. 

A shrill cry arose——then whoop after 
whoop in flerce chorus split the si- 
lence. 


E crawled through an opening 
WV in the thorn hedge and walked 

over to a group of black war- 
riors gathered around a young bull 
stretched dead at their feet. 

I examined the body in growing 
amazement. There were no wounds 
upon it save some claw marks where 
the lion had crouched upon the poor 
beast’'s back. Grasping the horns, I 
manipulated. the neck and found it bro- 
ken. Some slashing claw marks upon 
the muzzle from the grasp of a lion's 
paw told the story This bull had 
loitered A lion had sprung upon him 
as he drank, one’great hook-shod paw 
with the speed of light clutched his 
nose, administered a murderous back- 
ward jerk. and broke his neck. This 
hangman's job had been done in such 
deadly silence that neither we nor the 
Masai had noticed it. 

By dint of some labor the carcass 
of the dead animal was dragged to the 
opposite side of the boma from our 
live bait: for, once he tastes blood, a 
lion will invariably return to his kill 

Our Masal. chanting a rude war 
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song, marched off into the night, while 
we returned to our flimsy circle of

The young woman, whose blue-black 
hair, whose large coal-black eyes, 
whose veil stamp her as Oriental, ex- 
claims, ‘‘Sir, what do you mean?

Her father, Prince Mouhib Pasha, 
had been living in Vienna since he 
resigned as Egyptian finance minister 
in 1912, as the Cairo climate did not 
agree with him. The family happened 
to be at Carlsbad when Kemal ar- 
rived and, although Princess Zizi 
was only a young girl, she fell vio- 
lently in love with him. Even then 
Mustapha Kemal had become a famous 
Turkish soldier, and he in turn fell in 
love with her. In spite of Kemal’s mili- 
tary fame Prince Mouhib opposed the 
match. He was related to King Fuad 
and the royal house of Egypt, which 
rather iooked down on the Turks so- 
cially. Besides, Kemal was only a 
soldier from an obscure Salonika fam- 
ily——not even beionging to the bureau- 
cratic aristocracy -— and who would 
ever hear of him after the World War 
ended? So the Prince kept his daugh- 
ter away from Kemal as much as pos- 
sible, and after his three weeks’ leave 
had ended Kemal went back to his 
army in Palestine, where 
General Allenby kept him 
too busy to think about 
girls.

an and had a mind of her 
own.

Then Mustapha Kemal 
must have remembered 
Zizi again. He began. to 
write to her. 

This time Prince Mou- 
hib was all smiles at the 
prospect of a match be- 
tween his daughter and 
Kemal, and in 1925 he 
took his family on a visit 
to Turkey The old em- 
bers of love blazed up 
again, but the dictator 
could not seem to make up 
his mind. He wanted to 
marry the pretty young 
Exyptian and his cronies 
told him he was a fool. as 
a wife could spoil all the 
gay parties at Tchan Ka- 
ya. The Prince and his 
family returned to Vienna. 
although Kemal became 
sentimental after Zizi 
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had left and began to write pagssion- 
ate love letters to her. And so the 
courtship dragged on for. several 
years. In his serious moments the dic- 
tator would decide to marry and kick 
his rummy friends out of his palace: 
then his friends would drag him into 
another party and he would swear that

he would never marry. 
Zizi visited Constanti- 
nople several summers 
— Kemal goes there in 
July and August to 
avoid the heat and dust 
of Angora—and the 
courtship made gradual 
progress. As he became. older, he 
longed more and more for a friendly 
helpmate, and finally in August of 
this year he popped the question. They 
were walking in his castle garden at 
Dolmabagtche, along the Bosporus, 
one wonderful moonlight night. She 
accepted. Afterward, her father ar- 
ranged a marriage contract. They all 
decided to keep the news 
secret until the marriage 
took place at Constantl- 
nople in December. 

By some mischievous 
trick of fate, Princess 
Zizi had no more than 
returned to her home in 
Vienna, bubbling over 
with happiness, than Col- 
onel Gartner began to

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New Instruments 
Allow Movies 
to Be Made of 
Spectacular Blazes 
That Shoot 
Out From 
the Sun.

REAT flames of 
gas, shooting out 
from the sun at a 
speed of 250 miles 
a second to heights 
of half a million 
miles. 

Solar whirlpools, 
with masses of hy- 
drogen larger than 
the earth itself flowing into the sun- 
‘pots with immense rapidity. 

For untold ages such things have 
been happening on the sun, 92.900,000 
miles away from you as you read this 

But not until a few years ago was 
man first vouchsafed a view of these 
happenings that would have taxed 
‘ven Dante's imagination. The first 
man to see them was a quiet, mild- 
mannered gentleman of Pasadena, Cal- 
lfornia—Dr. George Ellery Hale, well- 
beloved honorary director of the Car- 
hegie Inetitution’s Mount Wilson ob- 
servatory. 

AS a result of his labors, hundreds 
of other people have seen these same 
effects. Duplicates of his instruments 
‘re being placed in observatories 
‘hroughout the world, amateur astron- 
omers are making the equipment with 
which to make such observations, and 
before long there will be such a con- 
“nual watch on the doings of the sun 
“ that orb never before experienced 

Dr. Hale occupies a unique posi- 
“on—not only in astronomy, but in 
the genera) field of scientific research 
“well His father was a wealthy 
Chicagoan He early became interest- 
in science and was provided with 
lelescopes and microscopes, but, un- 
“ke most boys that are so fortunate. 
Xe soon became interested in the -in- 
"estigation of the things he saw-——not 
Merely in looking at them, exclaiming 
ith wonder at their beauty or curi- 
eg Sppearance, and then passing on 
0 Smething else 
= 1890 Dr. Hale had graduated 
“9M Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
Nology, and returned to Chicago, 
Where he had a private observatory. 
tows, as the Kenwood Observatory. 
os sOme of his most important 

Was done. Here he invented the 
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spectroheliograph, forerunner of his 
latest instrument, and by which, for 
the first time, it was possible to pho- 
tograph the sun in the light from a 
single element. 

A few years later the University of 
Chicago was about to start a great new 
observatory, with the world’s largest 
telescope, using funds provided by 
Charles T. Yerkes. Dr. Hale was se- 
lected to organize and serve as first 
director of this now world-famous 
Yerkes Observatory 

As a result of his success there 
when the Carnegie Institution, in 
1994, decided to found a great observ- 
atory chiefly for the study of the sun 
Dr. Hale war again selected as the or- 
ganizer and first director. From this 
has arisen the great Mount Wilson ob- 
servatory, perhaps the best-known in 
the world, and with the largest tele- 
scope. 

When the World War came, Dr. 
Hale's organizing abilities again served 
in good stead, in the formation of the 
Council for National Defense, now the 
National Research Council, which is 
the central body for the organization 
of scientific research throughout the 
country 


ARGELY due to his unceasing lia- 
bors during the war, his health 
broke down after the conflict was 
over. and finally he had to retire as 
director of the Mount Wilson observa- 
tory He was made its honorary di- 
rector 
But even retirement could not stop 
euch an active brain, and in recent 
years he has continued to assist astro- 
nomica! work in many ways 
The announcement was recently 
made in the papers that a new astro- 
nomical telescope. with a mirror 200 
inches in diameter, four times the area 
of the present champion at Mount Wil- 
son. was to be made for the California 
Institute of Technology, close neigh- 
hor of the Mount Wlison observatory 
at Pasadena 
It was announced that the interna 
tional Educational Board would pro- 
vide the funds, running well into the 
ruillions Rut the name of the man 
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An explanatory chart of the spectrohelioscope. 


who has successfully brought this 
project te culmination was almost 
overlooked That name was George 
Ellery Hale. Now active design of the 
new telescope has begun, and still his 
is the guiding spirit behind It 

Dr. Hale's private laboratory and 
observatory in Pasadena is the scene 
of the invention of the spectrohelio- 
scope, with which it is possible to see 
‘‘movies’’ of the sun. Everyone knows 
how a prism breaks up a beam of 
white light into ite component colors 
and forms a spectrum Not quite 80 
many people know that the same thine 
is done by‘a piece of polished metal on 
which are ruled fine lines, thousands 
tothe inch. The astronomer calls this 
a diffraction grating, or simpiy 4 
grating. 


7 HEN the light from the sun is 
/¥/ passed through a narrow slit, 


then through the proper ienses 
to a grating or prism, and the result- 
ant beam of colored light is examined 
by other lenses, the colored spectrum 
is seen, crossed by numerous dark 
iines 

If this same combination of prisms 
and lenses—-which is called a spectro- 
scope—-is used to examine the light 
from white-hot metal, such as the fila- 
ment of an electric light, the colored 
spectrum appears, but the dark linea 
are absent This is called a continu- 
Cus epectrum. 

Still a third kind can be obdtained 
from the bright yellow light that ap- 
pears when a pinch of salt is dropped 
nto the blue flame of a gas range 
The spectroscope shows this yellow 
light from salt to consist only of ye! 
low Its spectrum is merely a pair of 
bright yellow lines, very ciose to- 
gether, againet a black background 

It is called a bright-line spectrum 
and is due to the glowing vapor of so- 
dium, one of the two elements that 


make up ordinary table 
salt Potassium, present 
in caustic potash, gives a 
bright vioiet line, and the 
different elements have 
their own characteristic 
bright-line spectrum 

Suppose now that you 
have a spectroscope and 
are looking at the spec- 
trum of the sun and the 
sodium light at the same 
time, and have it arranged 
so that the two spectra ar 
side by side. Then it will 
be found that in the yel- 
low part of the solar spec- 
trum there are two dark 
lines, and that these ex- 
actly coincide with the two 
bright yellow lines of the 
sodium spectrum. 

If the Hght from an 
electric light filament is 
passed through a flame of 
burning sodium, the same 
two dark lines appear. This shows that 
owing sodium vapor not only gives 
f of its own, but that 


x 
yellow light 
when brilliant white light, consisting 
of all the colors, is passed through it, 
the same part of the yellow light is 
removed 

The sun is thus shown to consist of 
an inner glowing mass, which would 
give a continuous spectruni, if we could 
see it, surrounded by a layer of glow- 
ing gases which absorb certain parts of 
the light and cause the dark bands 

If this were the case, the outer lay- 
er by itself should give a bright-line 
spectrum, Just at the beginning, or 
end, of a total eclipse of the sun, the 
Gark moon covers up all of the sun but 
a part of this outer layer, and at such 
a time its spectrum does appear as a 
host of bright lines 
This outer layer is called the chrom- 


osphere Ordinarily it is in a rather

quiescent state. Gravity, of the great 
solar mass. tries to pull it inwards, 
but there is so much light leaving the 
sun that it exerts a pressure oul- 
wards, the two practically compensat- 


ing for each other 

Sometimes the radiation of light 
from one part of the inner layer may 
increase, and the glowing gases of the 
chromosphere may be thrown outwards 
for great distances—even to half a 
million miles or more. When this 
takes place, you have what is calied a 
prominence. 


HOUGH prominences of the sun 
are frequently occurring, they 
are invisible to the unaided eye, 
or even when one looks through a tele- 
scope equipped with the darkening 
equipment that makes looking at the 
eun @ safe pastime The reason for 
this is that prominences are so much 
fainter than the bright background. 
During a total eclipse the moon just 
covers the bright area of the sun, and 
then. if there are any prominences, 
they will be easily seen. 
tut there is another way of seeing 
them. and one does not need an eclipse 
to do it. By passing the light from 
the edge of the sun, where the promi- 
nences are best seen, through a spec- 
troscope of high power, the light from 
the inner part of the sun is spread out 
into a very faint spectrum, but the 
light of the prominence itself goes 
through undisturbed 
In order to get a good spectrum the 
light must first be passed through the 
narrow slit The image of the sun 
as formed by a large telescope, may be 
several inches in diameter, and so the 
slit cannot take in more than a very 
small slice of the sun at a time But 
if the slit is as long as the diameter of 
the solar image, and is moved in the 
direction at right angles to its length. 
then the entire sun may be covered 
One moving slit is not sufficient, for 
when it moves the spectrum, on the 
other eide of the priems or grating.

sees is a spectrum, with its various 
‘ines, passing across the field ot view 
Suppose that you want to examine 
the sun in the light of the red glow 
of hydrogen. The first slit is set in 
the middle of the sun, and you look, 
through an eyepiece, at the dark red 
line of hydrogen in the spectrum. Now 
Ruppose that you have a second slit 
just the width of this line, and you 
adjust it so that all the spectrum, ex- 
cept the line itself, ia cut off. Then 
you will see that the line is not dark. 
but has a faint red light of its own 


Now move the slit under the solar 
image. This will move the red line, 
fo you move the second alit, and make 
it follow the line To save trouble, 
you attach a motor and the proper 
gearing to the two slits, so that they 
both move across the sun at exactly 
the right speed 

Instead of looking at it with the eye 
you place a photographic plate right tn 
back of the second slit, and so you get 
a picture of the sun, made entirely in 
the red light of hydrogen, made up of 
@ vast number of tiny slices 

This is the spectroheliograph, first 
great invention of Dr. Hale. However, 
it has ohe disadvantage. An exposure 
may take several minutes. The astron- 
omer cannot watch the sun while he is 
taking it, and so he has to shoot more 
or leas blindly. There may be some- 
thing interesting happening on the aun 
at the time, or again there may not be 
What was needed was a method of 
actually watching the sun in the light 
of a single wavelength 


To do this Dr. Hale invented the. 


spectrohelioscope, the name of which 
simply means that it is an instrument 
to see the sun with the aid of its spec- 
trum. In this device the two slits os 
{llate back and forth so rapidly that 
when the astronomer looks at the sec- 
ond slit through an eyepiece he sees a 
large area of the sun. It can be ar- 
ranged to show the entire sun at once. 
but usually it only shows a piece of I’ 
on a larger scale than could be seer 
with the whole solar disc.
